NEW US FIDEM DELEGATE: 


On January 1, 2015, Mashiko stepped down as FI- 
DEM USA Delegate passing the baton to Vice Del- 
egate Jeanne Stevens-Sollman past AMSA president 
and current member of the Citizens Coinage Advisory 
Committee. The new vice delegate is past president of 
AMSA and a United States Mint artist, Jim Licaretz; 
with Beverly Mazze also a past president of AMSA 
serving as second vice delegate. 

January 2015 is the time to pay membership dues 
to FIDEM. As voted during the Congress in Sofia, 
FIDEM international dues will remain the same as last 
year: 50 Euros for individuals and 30 Euros for stu- 
dents. US FIDEM dues also will remain the same as 
last year. 

In keeping with the tradition of commissioning a US 
FIDEM Delegate medal and hosting a reception at the 
next Congress, US FIDEM dues include a minimal 
additional fee to cover those costs as well as foreign 
currency exchange and transfer fees.

The base, with dark, partially green patination, 
and including a rendering of the Club’s traditional 
seal by Jonathan M. Swanson, was designed to al- 
low for the display of the two medals upright and 
together. 

When the Fairs were staged in 1939 and 1964, 
they represented an optimistic view of what was to 
come and their purpose was to familiarize visitors 
with that generation’s view of the “Future.” 

The Iskowitz/Daub medals, when placed on the 
Mashiko Stand, create a powerful architectural 
construct reminiscent of the Fair’s architecture and 
animated by coloristic variety — the 1939 and 1964 
sides of the medal appear next to each other joined 
physically by the base, very much like the Fairs that 
survive today in Flushing Meadows Park. 

The ceremony, well at- 
tended by Club members and 
Queens Museum representa- 
tives, included addresses by 
Debra Wimpfheimer, Queens 
Museum Director of Strategic 
Partnerships; Louise Weinberg, 
Queens Museum Registrar and 
Archives Manager; the Club’s 
President, Mark Anderson; the 
Club’s immediate Past Presi- 
dent and the World’s Fair Med- 
als project’s principal driver, 
Dr. Constantin Marinescu; and 
Artists Mashiko, Joel Iskowitz 


and Luigi Badia. 

Eugene Daub, a resident of the West Coast, was 
not present. Mashiko, Mr. Iskowitz, Mr. Badia and 
Mr. Daub are all AMSA members. 

The New York Numismatic Club was organized 
in late 1908, primarily as a social group for numis- 
matists. It is the oldest continuously operating such 
entity in the United States. 

Since its founding, the group has included some of 
the premier numismatic scholars, artists, and medal- 
lists of the day. The Club’s traditions include a focus 
on education, sociability, and enjoyment of numis- 
matic and related historical objects. 

In addition to its lecture programs and exhibit 
activities, the Club has recognized every one of its 
presidents and - from time to time - relevant histori- 
cal events, with elegant medallic creations of its 
own. o

Jim Lacaretz attended the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts as a sculpture major and has been 
making two- and three-dimensional objects ever 
since.

¢ DRAWING WITH CLAY: BAS RELIEF 
SCULPTURE TECHNIQUES FOR EVERYONE 

From Apr. 7 to 9 (Tuesday to Thursday) “Draw- 
ing with Clay: Bas-relief Sculpture Techniques for 


Everyone” with Heidi Wastweet, $450 plus materials. 

Exploring the common ground between drawing 
and sculpture, this workshop is for sculptors who 
want to learn relief technique skills or painters/graph- 
ic artists who want to expand their comprehension of 
depth, mass, and planes. 

Participants will work from their chosen reference 
material in oil clay and plaster in either circular or 
rectangle format. You will learn how working in the 
negative can make intricate details easier, learn to 
pinpoint plane changes and use the “stair method” 
of achieving the illusion of depth, and how to mimic 
tonal range with light and shadow. No sculpture 
experience is required but participants must be 
comfortable with their basic drawing skills. 


¢MEDALLIC ART 

From Aug. 31 to Sept. 4 (Mon-Fri) “Medallic Art” 
with Eugene Daub, $650 plus materials. 

This workshop will cover not only instruction for 
modeling but for molding and casting of negative and 
positive plasters. 

Working in the plaster negative offers the artist 
the unique opportunity to carve letters and address 
details that are impossible to execute in the original 
clay. You will be creating a portrait (human, animal, 
plant, building) from a photo/digital image of your 
choice. 

It is critical to select a photo that has enough visual 
information, revealing the structure and subtleties 
of form, to enable the student to recreate it in relief 
(additional information on this will be provided when 
you register). 

Letter-carving will be one of the techniques that 
will be covered as will the process of transferring the 
drawing to the clay. The format will be an eight-inch 
slightly dished basin for the clay relief. It is common 
practice to model a medallion oversize and then 
reduce it. Eugene Daub will discuss all of the options 
for reduction. o
